Am erican troops have been sent to 
form a solid m ilitary wall along the 
R io Grande to stop filibustering and 
to see there Is no further smuggling 
of men and arms across the interna­ 
tional boundary. 
“ It is believed with this source of 
contraband supplies cut off the insur­ 
gency movement, which has disturbed 
conditions generally for nearly a year 
without accomplishing anything like 
th< 
formation of a responsible indc

One Hundred and Eighty Tone of Dy 


namite and Black Powder Blow Up 


at Explosive Factory One Mile From 


Tow n— Concussion Causes Damage 


to M any Towns and Felt a Hun­ 


dred Miles Away. 


Pleasant Prairie, Wis.. March IO.— 
Five powder magazines of the Dupont 
Nemours Powder company, containing 
ISO tons of finished black powder and 
dynamite, exploded at the plant of the 
company one mile northwest of here. 
One man. B. S. Thompson, a fore­ 
man, is known to be dead. 
Miss Alice 
Finch of Elgin. IIL, dropped dead of 
heart disease, caused by fright, 350 
people were injured, several hundred 
houses in this place were blown com­ 
pletely down or were so badly dam­ 
aged as to be uninhabitable and build­ 
ings ten miles away were wrecked. 
The force of the explosion was felt 
more than IOO miles from here, its ef­ 
fects being evident in broken windows 
as far away as Michigan City. Ind., 
109 miles distant. 
In all the towns 
along 
the shore of 
Lake 
Michigan 
from 
Milwaukee 
to 
Michigan 
City 
buildings were damaged and windows 
smashed. 
The total damage done outside of 
the plant itself cannot be estimated 
for many days, but it probably will be 
several hundred thousand dollars. 
In this town almost every house was 
ruined. 
All night long the country 
roads leading to Kenosha from this 
place and from the town of Bristol 
were filled with carriages and farm 
wagons carrying people whose homes 
had been destroyed. 
The plant fortunately had been late­ 
ly closed down apd only eighteen men 
were at work. 
A ll of these escaped 
with minor injuries except Engineer 
Joseph Flynn, who was blown through 
a window to the roof of a powder 
magazine adjoining. 


Sustains Fatal Injuries. 


Clarence Brady, superintendent of 
the plant, was also blown to the top of 
the same magazine and an Instant 
later it exploded. 
Both men were 
tossed high in the air, Brady escaping 
unhurt, while Flynn sustained fatal 
injuries. 
How 
either man escaped 
from instant death is unexplainable. 
It is feared that the list of the dead 
will be made much larger when a toll 
is taken of the farmhouses with which 
there is no telephone communication. 
In many of these the walls collapsed 
and members of the families may be 
buried in the wreckage. 
Of til* TOU people living in Pleasant 
Prairie it is believed that fully one- 
half were injured by falling walls or 
by particles of Hying glass or stone. 
The cause of the explosion is un­ 
known. The powder in the glaze room, 
where the finishing work is put on 
black blasting powder, was the first to 
go and the three black powder maga­ 
zines were next and a dynamite maga­ 
zine containing fully three carloads of 
the explosive came next. 
It was the 
dynamite that did most of the damage 
and the effect of which, was felt more 
than IOO miles away.

The people of the United States con­ 
sume half their own weight in sugar 
every year. 
If one takes the quantity 
of sugar produced In the United States 
and adds to this the quantity brought 
from Its islands aud the quantity im­ 
ported from foreign countries and sub­ 
t r a c t s therefrom tin* amount exported 
he will get a grand total of consider­ 
ably more than 7, OOI MIX),OOO pounds 
i consumed la the country. 
By dividing the population into this 
grand total the figurer gets an average 
of eighty one and a half pounds per 
capita, speaking In round terms, for 
1910 and about a Ilk*4 quantity for 1909. 
Taking tin4 total consumption and com­ 
paring it with the total population in 
the section known as continental Unit­ 
ed States, the average yearly consump­ 
tion of sugar Is found to be about 
eighty one and a half pounds per cap­ 
ita. 
England Leads America. 
In fact, the people of the United 
States are larger consumers of sugar 
per en pita than those of any other coun­ 
try of the world except England, for 
which the latest figures show a con­ 
sumption averaging eighty-six pounds 
per capita. 
The next largest per capita 
(consumption Is in Denmark, seventy- 
s e v e n and three-quarter pounds, fol­ 
lowed by Switzerland with sixty-four 
pounds, Sweden fifty four pounds and 
Germany and Holland each with about 
forty-three and a half pounds. 
Not only is tin4 United States the 
second largest consumer per capita, 
but the total amount consumed a n ­ 
nually Is much greater than that of 
any other country, aggregating, 
as 
above Indicated, more than 7,000,000,- 
000 pounds a year against about 4,000,- j 
OOO,oo o pounds in England and about 
3,000,000,000 pounds in Germany. 
About one-half of the sugar consum­ 
ed In tho United States is brought 
from

It is only recently that the produc­ 
tion of beet sugar in tin4 United States 
has come to exceed that of cane sugar 
In 1900 domestic production of cape 
sugar was twice as great as that of 
beet sugar and twenty years ago Wits 
more than sixty times as great, but 
tin* growth of beet sugar production 
has Iks'u very rapid in recent years 
and In 1907 for tin4 first time exceeded 
in quantity that produced from cane 
and has s<> continued since that time. 
Th*4 sugar habit is evidently a grow­ 
ing one with tin4 people of the United 
States and probably with those of oth­ 
er countries, since the total world pro­ 
duction of sugar, including all coun­ 
tries for which statistics are available, 
has increased 50 per cent In the last 
ten years and about double In fifteen 
years. 
In our own case the consump­ 
tion has shown it rapid growth, the 
per capita consumption having been 
In 1880 forty pounds, in 189<> fifty-one 
pounds, in 1900 fifty-nine pounds and 
In 1910 approximately eighty-one and 
a half pounds.
